The present Sovereign, Queen 
Juliana, acceded to the throne 
in 1948, in succession to her 
mother, Wilhelmina, 
who, after the stresses of World 
War II. and on the completion 
of a 80 years’ rule, abdicated 
voluntarily. The former Queen 
now lives a quiet life, mainly at 
Het Loo, near Apeldoorn, and 
is referred to, at her own wish, 
as Princess Wilhelmina. 

The Queen was popular long 
before her accession to the 
throne. Being democratically 
inclined, she still takes part in 
the annual reunion of former 
students of Leyden University 
where she studied in her youth. 
And she particularly endeared 
herself to the Dutch people by 
the simplicity of the words she 
used in her first public address 
on the occasion of her enthrone- 
ment: “I have been called to a 
task so heavy that no one who 
fully realizes it for only one 
moment, would ever covet it;

The fact re- 
mains, however, that the bulk 
of the new capital for risk in- 
vestment in Canada will have to 
continue to come from the U.S. 
for a long while. The reason 
is simply that risk money is 
available in great volume in the 
US. and it is not available in 
anything like the volume need- 
ed either in Canada or in Brit- 
ain ... Furthermore, as long as 
there is no capital gains tax 
of consequence in 
American capital will force its 
way in one way or another.

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Europe's Pressing Problems 

Wulle the Western powers have been trying to ready 
a “united front” for the foreign ministers conference next 
month, activities on the other side of the “Iron Curtain” 
have included a meeting of the Warsaw Pact countries in 
the Polish capital under the superintendence of Soviet For- 
eign Minister Gromyko. 

It was only to be expected that the Red satellites would 
express their acquiescence in the line of action already laid 
down by Moscow. The conferees, however, got a some- 
what unexpected declaration of solidarity from the Red 
‘Chinese Defense Minister, Marshal Peng Teh-huai, who 
was in Warsaw on a goodwill tour. Marshal Peng declared 
that the “Government and people of the Chinese People’s 
Republic fully supported the correct proposals and efforts 
of the Soviet Union, Poland and other Socialist countries 
on the peaceful solution of the German problem, European 
security and the easing of international tension.” He 
added that the “clamor of the reactionary circles governing 
West Germany” and their refusal to recognize the existing 
border of peace with Poland (the Oder-Neisse Line) re- 
vealed their ambitions to seize territory. 


“The Chinese nation,” said Marshal Peng, “stands firm 
with the Socialist countries, headed by the Soviet Union, 
in the fight against the imperialist aggressors.” 

This declaration clearly indicates that Red China, as 
a Communist country, accepts the leadership of Moscow 
on overall foreign policy and must be reckoned with 
accordingly by the Western powers. But it also reveals 
more of what is undoubtedly the fixed purpose of the Krem- 
lin. In German reunification under any scheme 
whatever, it is quite certain that the Russians intend to 
insist on the acceptance of the present frontiers with 
Poland and the arrangement by which the Soviet Union 
has acquired Koenigsberg (renamed Kaliningrad) and a 
portion of what was formerly East Prussia. 

In a communique issued after two days of meetings, 
the Red bloc of nations gave their approval to the 
Mr. Gromyko will take with him to the May 11 conference 


further declared frankly that the main aims were the 
liquidation of the Western occupation of West Berlin and 
a German peace treaty, thus disposing of any idea on the 
part of the West that the Warsaw Pact nations might be 
Luer eee ee eee 


As for the reunification of , the communique 
repeated the old contention that this was a problem for 
the “two German states.” Full participation of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia was urged for both the foreign ministers 
meeting and the summit conference to follow it. One small 
concession there was on the subject of Berlin. The com- 
munigue declared that in the present circumstances, an 
acceptable solution of the Berlin problem would be to en- 
sure West Berlin the status of a Free City by having its 
security and free contacts with the outside world guaran- 
teed by the great powers with the participation of the 
United Nations Organization. We doubt if this 
will go far to meet the Western powers’ objections to the 
basic Soviet plan which seems designed to strengthen the 
East German Communist regime. . 

Meanwhile, Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery, the 
famous World War II British military leader, has arrived 
in Moscow on a private mission designed, if possible, to 
ease the situation. He will confer with Mr. Khrushchev 
and other Soviet leaders in what appears to be intended 
to be a sort of follow-up of Prime Minister Macmillan’s 
recent visit. It appears that the British position is that 
American leadership under President Eisenhower has got 
the Western powers nowhere in respect to easing inter- 
national tensions with Moscow and the Red bloc and that 
consequently Britain should try fresh paths. It is difficult, 
however, to see that Britain can do anything, except by 
making concessions that might be highly dangerous. It is 
generally supposed that British ideas are more or less cast 
in the mold of changes in military dispositions in Central 
Europe, but as most military observers believe these could 
only favor the Communists they are dubious about the 
wisdom of making them. 


It is pointed out in this connection that while the Reds 


have a vast hinterland to the East, the Western 


have the Atlantic Ocean near to their backs. This fact 
is regarded in many quarters as a fatal objection to any 
“thinning out” or “disengagement.” Most people will rather 
agree with the French President's three-point stand, that 
Western defenses must not be weakened, that for a long 
time to come Western security is tied to the maintenance 
in Europe—that is in Germany—of United States forces, 
and that a neutralization of Germany would impose great 
risks on Western defenses. 

In view of the latest developments, we are inclined to 
share the pessimism of General de Gaulle and his Foreign 
Minister, Mr. Couve de Murville, as to any speedy solutions 
of the problems at present confronting Europe. Both sides, 
in fact, seem to be consolidating opposite standpoints for 
the coming negotiations.

To find some common 
language, one of the sides would 
have to relinquish its ideology, 
either we shall have to relinqu- 
ish ours, or you will have to 
relinquish yours. We are not ex- 
pecting you to do this, and you, 
obviously, don’t expect us to do 
so. So what happens further? 
That's where a sober mind and 
a truly realistic approach is 
necessary. We should show com- 
mon sense and say: there are 
two systems in the world, the 
socialist and the capitalist, so 
let us give history a chance to 
make out which is the best. 
Not an Obstacle 


To the part of the question, 
whether communism and capi- 
talism can live on the same 
planet, the answer is: not only 
can they live, but they must 
live peacefully. 

Now we are coming to per- 
haps the most important part 
of the question: is economic 
competition an obstacle for the 
peaceful coexistence of social- 
ism and capitalism? 


First of all, let us take a deep- 
er look into the nature of this 
competition. I don’t agree that 
its purpose is to “top” or 
“drown” the other side. Its es- 
sence is to provide a truthful 
answer to the question: which 
system ensures for human be- 
ings a better way of life? 

Wihien Russia had capitalism 
she was a very backward coun- 
try. On becoming a _ socialist 
state, Russia rapidly overtook 
and surpassed many advanced 
capitalist countries. As to its 
industrial development, the So- 
viet Union is now the world’s 
second strongest power. 


But why should we stop at 
that? Why shouldn't we utilize 
all the reserves provided by the 
socialist system, and become the 
world’s economically strongest 
power? 


Why should Americans feel 
hurt at the Russians just be- 
cause they want to have the 
world’s shortest working day 
and week, the highest living 
standards, and many other ben- 
efits, which the capitalist sys- 
tem cannot provide? 


Day Will Come 


A man of health has no 
right to feel hurt at another 
man, just because he happens 
to have good health. The only 
thing he can do is perhaps feel 
envious about the other chap's 
health. I think that this ap- 
proach can also be applied to 
relations between states. The 
Soviet Union does not feel 
wronged by the United States 
just because, let's say, Amer- 
ica produces more and better 
cars than the USSR. 


Our collective farmers know 
that they have to learn a lot 
from American farmers, as far 
as the methods of growing corn 
are concerned. And they are 
doing this without any chagrin, 
but, on the contrary, with a feel- 
ing of gratitude. Yet, we firm- 
ly believe that a day will come 
when it will be the other way 
around. But is there reason to 
be disappointed about this? 
Does this hinder peaceful co- 
existence?

Jaga-imo or potatoes were 
first brought to Kyushu by 
Dutch traders in the Keicho Era 
(1596-1615). They were first 
called Jatara-imo, after Jacatra, 
the old name of Batavia, Java. 
The Dutch traders might have 
actually brought the potatoes 
from  Jacatra

tara-mikan (Jacarta orange) and 
Jagatara-jima (Jacarta weave). 
So some people say that Jaga- 
imo only meant a foreign kind 
of taro. Potatoes were also call- 
ed Oranda-imo, or Dutch taro. 

But it was not till nearly two 
centuries later that toes 
came to be cultivated by Japa- 
nese farmers. It is recorded that 
in the Meiwa Era (1764-71), an 
official named Nakagawa Seida- 
yu encouraged the planting of 
potatoes in the province of Kal 
(Yamanashi), and thus in that 
district they were called Sei- 
dayu-imo. 

Gradually potatoes were cultli- 
vated in Shimano, Echigo, Ka- 
zusa and other districts., But 
the real cultivation of potatoes 
began in the early years of Meiji 
in Hokkaido. The Meiji Govern- 
ment encouraged the develop- 
ment of Hokkaido and settlers 
were sent to that region. Up 
to that time, no rice or wheat 
was grown there and the people 
had only millet as the locally 
produced cereal, 


The early gettlers in Hokkaido 
managed to live on pumpkins 
and potatoes. In 1907, Baron 
Kawa imported @ new species 
of potatoes from the United 
States and planted it in Hok- 
kaido. They grew so well there 
that it was named Danshaku-imo 
(baron’s potatoes). Even today 
Hokkaido produces the best 
spuds in the country, as the soil 
and climate are suited to them. 


Though potatoes have come to 
be consumed quite extensively, 
Japanese potatoes are not as 
good as those produced in the 
United States and some other 
countries. Potato chips have 
become very popular in the 
country in recent years, but 
their makers have to import the 
potatoes from the United States 
to make good chips.

Research in Red China

Scientific research is receiv- 
ing top priority in Red China 
under Soviet guidance, 

The Peiping regime is today 
spending more than 20 times 
the amount earmarked for re- 
search projects in 1950. The 
number of specialists and tech- 
nicians from Soviet Russia and 
other Euro 
ing in 
at 800. 

In addition to civilian pro- 
ects, the Armed Forces are 
known to carry on independ- 
ently unpublicized scientific, 
research projects. 


China affairs experts believe 
Red China is now working 
around the clock to launch 
Asia's first earth satellite in or- 
bit. 


Tighter control of scientific 
research organizations by the 
Communist Party is also fore- 
seen for this year. An indica- 
tion of this development was 
furnished by a recent announce- 
ment that some of the coun- 
try’s foremost scientists have 
joined the Communist Party, 
including Academia Sinica pres- 
ident Kuo Mo-jo, 


Academia Sinica, the prin- 
cipal nonmilitary scientific re- 
search organ of the Peiping 
regime, is divided into four 
main divisions, namely, the de- 
partments of pure science, ge- 
ology and biology, technic:! en- 
gineering and social science. 

Under the four main depart- 
ments are 66 lesser organs 
doing research in specialized 
fields. 

Research workers attached 
to the academy number 4,475, 
according to figures released by 
Peiping recently. 

Outside of military spending 
on scientific research, Academia 
Sinica’s yearly expenditures in 
1956 amounted to 66,740,000 
yuan (roughly 41 U.S. cents to 
one yuan). 

The 1956 figures is roughly 20 
times the amount spent in 1950. 
Latest figures have not been 
published but it is presumed 
that the figure for 1958 is far 
greater than any previous 


mark.

In 1956 alone Red 
spent £ 1,800,000 sterling to pur- 
chase foreign scientific books 
and periodicals. 

In addition, Red China spends 
more than 10 million yuan for 
“scientific education” projects,

partments in Academia Sinica 
is the socalled Energy Re 
search Institute headed by 
Chien American- 
trained nuclear physicist whose 
defection from the United States 
to Red China had created a 
sensation several years ago. 


Importance is also attached 
to the development of the steel 
and petroleum industries. 
There are colleges in Peiping 
known as the Iron and Steel In- 
stitute and the Peiping Petro- 
leum Institute, 


A large atomic research com- 
plex is believed to be located in 
the outskirts of the twin city 
of Wuhan in Central China. 
Some 500 East Germans and 
Soviet technicians are reported- 
ly working in this huge re- 
search center.
